‘The Shipping War 


‘The Prime Minister made a. brief but_en- 
couraging ‘reference to the decline in losses of 
British and Allied shipping during the last three 
‘monthy and {o the inerease in the losses suffer 
ed by the Axis partners. Allied losses during 
the lest auorter were one third of those of the 
Previous quarter, while for the same. period, 
the Axis fosses iad trebled. The last estimate 
of Axis losses to reach Shanj towards 
the end of August. It was then reported. that 
during the five weeks preceding 416,000 tons of 
‘enemy, shipping had been destroyed—a very te- 
markable total when the number of ships avail- 
Able to the Axis is compared with the number 
avaliable to the Allies. "Since then there have 
Been almost dally reports of further sinkings 
of Axis ships, sometimes in the Mediterranean, 
emelimes in the North Sea or off tho coast of 















the Joss of an Allied ship Is to the Ailes. since 
the facilities for replacement in the Axis’ coun. 
{eles ‘cannot compare with those in Britain and 
the ‘United States. In the latter country espe- 
claily there Will ‘soon be an output of vessels 
Such as the World has never seen before, an 
output which ‘will play a most important ‘role 
in Securing the final vietory.

THE MOSCOW CONFERENCE 
Oct. 1. 

‘The opening of the conference at Moscow 
between representatives of Britain, the 
United States.and the Soviet for the purpose 
of ascertaining Russia's needs, and the best 
‘way of meeting them may’ have a very 
significant effect upon the future’ progress 
of the war. The splendid resistance which 
the Red Armies have made against the Ger~ 
man onslaughts, and the manner in which 
the invaders have been held up, and their 
timetable disrupted, give ground for. hope 
that they. will be able to hold the Germans 
until winter, which is fast approaching, 
assists in slowing them down, and gives a 
breathing space during which time it should 
tbe possible to send very valuable assistance 
to the Russians, Obviously, the exact scope 
of the conference cannot be revealed, and 
probably will not be until after the’ con~ 
clusion of the war, for’ the Germans would 
dearly like to know how far it will be pos- 
sible for Britain, and the United States to 
render help to the Soviet 

‘As has already been remarked, the very 
fact that such a conference has been arranj 
Should have a good effect upon Russian 
moral,—not that there is any ‘evidence 
available of any deterioration—and reaffirm 
‘them in their will to continue prosecution 
of the war until Germany has been humbled. 
If during the winter months adequate sup- 
plies can be sent into Russia to make up 
for the wastage that has occurred during 
the past fourteen weeks, the Red Armies 
by the Spring should be in an excellent 
condition to resume the struggle with all 
the flerceness which has marked it up to 
the present. Routes of supply still offer 
gome diMculty but British rolling stock is 
being sent to Iran which will improve 
transport facilities between the head of the 
Persian Gulf and the Caspian Sea, while it 
is reported that another single track rail- 
‘way which has not been used since the last 
war is speedily being put’ into commissios 
Improvements of the few roads available 1s 
also being undertaken, ‘Thus though Tran 
may not prove as satisfactory a channel for 
nding supplies into Russia as could be 
desired the communications which can be 
made available should contribute greatly in 
solving the problem of how to get large 
quantities of supplies into Russia in the 
shortest possible tim 

Military assistance is already being given 
to the Russians in the shape of participa- 
tion ‘by. the RAF. in fighting on the 
Russian front. Tt {s satisfactory that this 
start has been made, and it is to be expected 
that as the wecks pass that help will be 
very considerably extended. It may even 
bbe that, should it become necessary, British 
troops ‘will cooperate with the Russians in 
the defence of the Caucasus. But as M, 
Lovovsky has pointed out one Tank Week 
is not suMeient. Many weeks of the greatest 
effort are necessary, and if the Russians by 
holding the Germans during the winter 
provide the needed time, both Great Britain 
































and the United States may be confidently 
expected to see that every advantage shall 
‘be taken of that fact. ‘That the Russians 
should be able to. maintain an unbroken 
front while the supplies which are being 
arranged for are sent forward is indicated 
‘by the manner in which they have borne 
the brunt of the whole weight of the Ger- 
man war machine. 

It is towards that end that great efforts 
are being made in the factories and work. 
shops of Great Britain and the United 
States. It is to ensure that the enormous 
amount of work which is being done shall 
not have been wrongly applied that, British 
and “American. experts are meeting the 
Russians in Moscow. By. the end of the 
week the various sub-committees which 
have been formed should be thoroughly 
apprised of Russia’s needs, while the Kremlin 
should very shortly after that be com- 
pletely informed as to what Britain and 
the United States are able and prepared to 
do for it, ‘The quicker those decisions are 
reached the sooner can all effort be. directed 
towards carrying them out, If for the time 
Doing it is necessary, az it seems to be; to 
direct activities in the United States and in 
Britain solely to the rearmament of the Red 
Armies, that will have to be done, for it 
‘would be the height of imprudence not to 
give Russia all the assiStance possible. 
Production of war material has not yet 
reached its peak in the United States, but 


A STRANGE INTERVIEW

But why do the Italians and the’Germans 
make such claims? It will be noted that no 
reports of popular rejoicings over the fall 
of Smolensk and Kiev have come to hand. 
‘The Germans have nothing to rejoice about, 
and ‘these fantastic claims are obviously 
designed to allay that discontent which 
neutrals report is being felt over the pro- 
spect of a third winter at war. In Italy it 
‘was necessary to win an engagement at sea 
to offset the psychological effect of the recent 
bombing of Italian cities, and the growing 
realization of the completeness with which 
Italy has been taken over by the Germans. 
It is an interesting fact that the more ex- 
travagant these claims the greater is the need 
for victory in the enemy countries from the 
point of view of moral, and it is obvious 
that if the enemy Governments are unable to 
produce actual successes the propaganda 
artists have to make a few on paper.

COL. KNOX’S VISION 
Oct, 3. 


Col, Frank Knox, U.S, Secretary of Navy, 
in @ speech at Indianapolis, has outlined the 
heavy’ burden which will rest upon the 
houlders of the Anglo-Saxon democracies, 
when victory over Hitler and his satellites 
shall have restored peace to the world, He 
put it quite bluntly when he said that the 
British Empire and the United States would 
have to combine to stop aggression, which 
might lead to a world disturbance, at its 
beginnings, that they should join forces for 
‘a century ‘at least to produce “by force, it 
need be," an effective system of international 
Jaw. It is of little avail to recount the grave 

istakes which have been made internation 
ally during the last ten years, but it may 

said with justice that, if such a com- 
bination had’ existed. rather more than 
ten years ago, and if’ action, which Col, 
Knox contemplates as probably being neces- 
sary to ensure the peace of the future, had 
deen taken, aggression as it is now known 
would probably not have proved so fashion- 
able, 

The rule of law has again to be restored 
to the world. Not only that, it will have 
to be vindicated, whenever ‘necessary, by 
firm action on the part of those countries 
paying more than lip-service to its prin- 
ciples. Nations which violate thelr under- 
takings will have to be made to conform 
to the law; aggressors will have to be 
restrained even though it means resort, to 
force. Apart from what happened in the 
Far East, it is clear that failure to tak 
appropriate action, directly Hitler commenced 
breaking the terms of the Versailles Treaty, 
only encouraged him to proceed with the 
plan which has brought Europe into this 
catastrophic war. Had it been made plain 
to him trom the very outset that he would 
be made to fulfl Germany's commitments 
under the Treaty, a very different state of 
affairs would have been brought about, and 
Germany, instend of being impoverished in 
a war which ean only load to her destruction, 
might very well have become by now one 
of ‘the most, if not the most prosperous 
country on the Continent, $ 

‘There will undoubtedly be those to whom 
the idea of a universal Anglo-American 
hegemony, even if only for the maintenance 
of a permanent peace, will prove repugnant, 
But it is not going to' be a question of what 
possible aggressors of the future may think, 
but of what is best for the world at large, 
‘and how the sacred principles of democracy 
can best be defended. ‘The very Teast that 
can be said for such an arrangement is that 
fat any tate it would create a. benevolent 
hegemony, rather than the tyrannies which 
the Nazis'and Fascists so obviously contem~ 
plate. “Such a combination as that which 
Col. Knox envisages would be the most power- 
ful'in the world. Tt-would seck no territor- 
fal aggrandisement at the expense of others, 
and would permit of no othe? nation, or 
nations attempting to do the same thing.

The surprises have not been on one side only. 
The failure of the aerial attack on Great 
Britain, the counter-measures which have 
Proved’ so. successful against unlimited 
U-boat warfare, and the. magnificent re~ 
sistance of the Russians have been three of 
a number of disagreeable surprises which 
the Nazis have suffered. The unexpected 
has occurred not only on the military side, 
but also on the political. Few could have 
predicted the internal collapse of France, 
for example. Military defeat was possible, 
but the demoralization which permitted the 
‘Men of Vichy to assume control was more 
than the most confident of prophets could 
have foreseen’ Not least among. the sur- 
prises to ah all-too-Ill-informed. world “has 
been ‘the political stability which the Soviet 
Union has. displayed" under the fiercest of 
trials. ‘The Nazis expected an internal move- 
ment’ against the Moscow government; for 
years they had prepared ‘an autonomous 
Ukrainian party which they believed would 
rise intheir favour, since they had placed 
‘every kind of inducement before them. Yet 
there was no uprising, The Ukrainians have 
emi the scorched earth policy—a policy 
which deprives them of everything which 
this most destructive Aghting had left—with 
enthusiasm, And it is no. reflection upon 
the magnificence of the Russian resistance 
and the solidarity displayed by the Russian 
people to say: that they came as a surprise 
even to those nations which are now most 
ardently supporting them, 

The Russians themselves are largely to 
blame that this has been the case. ‘The 
suspicion which the atrocities of the early 
revolutionary years not. unnaturally | en= 
gendered among those slates supporting 
systems of government which it was. the 
declared purpose of the Bolsheviks to over- 
throw throughout the world is still alive 
today. It may be doubted whether it would 
be s0 had the Russians not surrounded them- 
selves by barriers of secrecy, through which 
the true progress of the ' experiment in 
socialism they have been carrying out could 
not penetrate. Prejudice was given free reign 
among their erities, and it is to be feared 
that their friends did them almost as much 
harm by attempting to gloss over actions 
which appeared to the outside world to be 
Indefensible. ‘The Russians themselves were 
not guilty of this mistake. The series of 
“purges” which reeked to the world as a 
‘blood bath” were to them no ‘more than 
the removal of men whom Stalin described 
as “spies, traitors, and fiends.” What could 
be more’ natural ‘than the removal of such 
people?” ‘They were quite frank about it, 
Never did it occur to them that they need 
apologize to other peoples for their “bar- 
barities.” ‘That was left to the legion of 
outsiders who misguidedly tried to explain 
the "purges" away, and made a very’ bad 
job of it.

rearguard action. Yet the Soviet Informa- 
tlon Bureau claims that the Germans during 
the first three months of the campaign lost 
11,000 tanks, 13.000 guns and 9,000 aeroplanes. 
Had the Russian ratio been maintained the 
losses in materiel would have. been much 
greater, and the moderation of the Soviet 
claims 'in this connection tend to confirm 
belief in thelr accuracy. 

‘There is in the fact that Hitler made no 
reference whatever to Gorman losses, con- 
siderable support for viewing the Russian 
claims as correct.
